EI DXCC List 


An updated list of EIs on the DXCC list is now on the IRTS web site. The latest list, 
which shows quite a lot of movement in recent months, suggests that EI stations have 
been busy working and confirming DX. Many of the long-standing DXCC holders 
have claimed a significant number of new credits and we also have some new entrants 
to the DXCC list - the new ones being Tom EI9CJ, Charlie EI8JB and Tom EI4DQ. 


Tom EI4DQ is the first and only EI with DXCC on 2 metres; to achieve this he 
worked and confirmed 110 DXCC entities on 2 metres, which is no mean feat! 
Worldwide, just over 60 radio amateurs have been awarded DXCC on 2 metres; with 
110 entities confirmed, Tom is ranked 14th in this group.

DX News 


Hopefully by the time you hear this, the new DXCC entity of Southern Sudan will be 
on the air. Two international groups have teamed up to bring this new one to the 
waiting multitudes. The groups are the Intrepid-DX Group and the DX Friends. 
Members started arriving in Juba, the capital of Southern Sudan, on Wednesday 20 
July to finalise the licensing arrangements. The callsign issued is STOR (Sierra Tango 
Zero Radio) and it is hoped that the operation will start around 23 July. The 
International Telecommunications Union have not yet issued a callsign block to the 
new country and when this happens it is expected that the necessary amendment will 
be made to the licence documentation. In any event the DXpedition will last until 10 
August so you have plenty of time to get this new one in the log.

8P9XC on the HF bands. QSLs go via the home call. 


Prefix hunters will be interested in the special event station TC7EYOF which is on the 
air until 30 July. This is in connection with the 11th European Youth Olympic Festival 
being held in Trabzon, Turkey.

He will be there 
until early August and operates mainly in CW.
